4. According to Shri Carneiro the accusation made in the 
letter of 6th December, 1968 was false and he was not guilty 
of any such misconduct or of misappropriation of the artic 
les , Shri Carneiro had joined service with the proprietor Shri 
Santos since September 1966 and according to him he was 
a general clerk . He had been doing the work as a clerk in 
the office sometimes as a time-keeper but he admitted that 
many time he was deputed to issue materials as and when 
required by the workmen . But he has denied that he was 
specifically given charge as the Store Keeper. According to 
him besides himself several other persons handled the keys 
of the stores . On receipt of the letter dated 6th December , 
1968 Shri Carneiro sent two communications one dated 
9th December , 1968 and another dated 17th December , 1968 . 
The original communication have been filed by the employer 
during the cross - examination of Shri Carneiro . In his letter 
of 9th December , 1968 Shri Carneiro informed the proprietor 
that in his asking the employees to take the responsibility 
amounted to instigating him to leave the service . It this letter 
he made a claim for Rs. 1,120 towards pending salary, com 
pensation , leave wages, bonus etc. The letter of 17th De 
cember , 1968 appears to be merely a reminder . There being 
no reply or settlement the employee approached the Labour 
Commissioner , almost a year later by his communication of 
17th December , 1969. The Assistant Commissioner of Labour 
tried to bring about conciliation but having failed he sub 
mitted his failure report and thereupon Government has 
made this reference on 25th July , 1970 .

The following Award given by the Industrial Tribunal, Goa , 
Daman & Diu , on an Industrial Dispute between M / s .

5. The employer Shri Santos has filed his written state 
ment denying the allegation that he has terminated the ser 
vices of the employee. According to Shri Santos, Shri Car 
neiro was employed as the Store Keeper and was in sole charge 
of the stores . As some articles were found missing from the 
stores the letter dated 6th December , 1968 was issued to Shri 
Carneiro informing him that it was his responsibility and 
called upon him to make good the loss of the articles which 
were missing from the stores. The employer states that he 
did not terminate the services of Shri Carneiro but as Shri 
Carneiro did not turn up for work after that date his abscence 
was interpreted as Shri Carneiro having left the service as 
he did not want to take the responsibility of a store keeper .

6. Besides the letters exchanged between the parties there 
are no other documents filed by either party which are of any 
relevance . Shri Carneiro entered the witness -box and examined 
himself and so did Shri Santos . Besides one Assistant Engineer 
from the Electricity Department of the Government has also 
been examined to show that Shri Carneiro has secured em 
ployment with the Electricity Department from February 
1969 firstly on a wage of Rs. 3.50 per day, and now on a wage 
of Rs. 6 per day.

The Lieutenant Governor of Goa , Daman & Diu has made 
this reference under Section 10 ( 1 ) ( d ) of the Industrial Dis 
putes Act . By the reference adjudication is invited in respect 
of a dispute between Shri Francisco Xavier Carneiro and the 
management of M / s . Jose Francisco Dos Santos , Margao 
(Goa ) , in the matter of the alleged termination of services of 
Shri Carneiro with effect from 6th December 1968 challenged 
as illegal and without justification .

2. M / s . Jose Francisco dos Santos is the proprietor of a 
work - shop going by the same name. Shri Carneiro was ad 
mittedly in the employment of this work - shop of which 
Shri Santos is the owner and proprietor. On 6th December 
1968 Shri Santos issued a letter to Shri Carneiro to the follow 
ing effect : 

« You have worked as Storekeeper of our firm and it is 

verified that some material is missing ; such as ma 
nometer of gas of the value of Rs. 380 / -, some ham 
mers and various spanners. Besides this some time 

back one diesel Bosh Pump was missing of the value

As you are Storekeeper , you are responsible of all this , 

i. e . whatever is missing from the Stores . And if you 
don t take the responsibility of such we regret that 
we do not require your service in the Stores to con 


7. In his deposition before this Court Shri Carneiro stated 
that besides typing letters , collecting bills he was asked to 
work in the stores but according to him he did that duty 
only in the absence of two other employees namely Shri 
Pacheco and Shri Dias . He was not required to sign any 
charge patti by way of having been put in charge of the 
stores. He has admitted that when articles were supplied from 
the stores a note was made in the register of supplies. Shri 
Carneiro admitted that Dias and Pacheco had left prior to 
his ceasing to be in service. He refers to another man 
having been appointed as in charge of the stores but he did 
not remember his name. Shri Santos has again stated in 
the witness -box that Shri Carneiro was in charge of the 
stores and whether he was appointed as such or not there 
seems no doubt that Shri Carneiro was the person in charge 
of the stores and that he issued articles on which a record 
was made in the issue book . It is therefore difficult to un 
derstand why Shri Carneiro is disputing the fact that he 
was in charge of the stores. The two other employees names 
are mentioned as Dias and Pacheco are not shown to have 
been in the employment of Shri Santos at the relevant time 
to hold that it is these persons and not Shri Carneiro who 
was in charge of the stores .

have been given to him if his services were to be terminated . 
In my opinion for loss of employment the employee should 
be considered adequately compensated if he is paid a suni 
of Rs. 500 / - by way of solatium for loss of employment. Thus 
I direct the employer Shri Santos to pay Rs. 150 / - on account 
of salary for the month of November 1968 , Rs. 150 / - being , 
one month s wages in lieu of notice and a sum of Rs. 500 / 
on account of loss of employment in all Rs. 800 / -. The 
amount shall be paid within two months from the date this 
award becomes enforceable .

8. There also does not seem to be any dispute between the 
parties that as and from 6th Dec. 1968 Shri Carneiro has 
not been doing any work as storekeeper or any other work 
with Shri Santos . Whether Carneiro treated the latter of 
6th Dec. 1968 as terminating his employment or not the fact 

remains that he considered himself free to seek alternative 
{ employment and actually was employed from 11th Feb. 1969 

in the Electricity Department as deposed to by the Assistant 
Engineer who has been called in the witness -box . 

9. It appears that in view of the disappearance or loss 
of the arbicles from the stores the proprietor considered that 
Carneiro was responsible as the store keeper and that if 
Carneiro was to continue in service he must take that res 
ponsibility . As Carneiro was not prepared to take the res 
ponsibility for the loss the relationship between the two as 
employer - employee en -ded at that stage . Even so having 
been in employment of Shri Santos the proprietor was bound 
in law to terminate the services of Carneiro in a manner 
provided by law . If the services were required to be térmi 
Dated because of want of confidence in Carneiro the appro 
priate step to be taken was to hold an enquiry , give an . 
opportunity to Carneiro to make nis defence if any and if as 
a result of the enquiry Shri Santos could come to the conclus . 
ion that Carneiro was responsible for the loss of the articles, 
proper action for terminating the service could have been 
taken . It is not the case of the employer that the services 
have not been properly terminated . In fact the employer 
does not state that the services have been terminated at all. 
This position taken by the employer is not however consistent 
with the specific statement in the letter of 6th Dec. 1968 
informing Carneiro that if he old not take the responsibility 
the employer did riot require his services in the stores to 
be continued any longer . In plain terms this means that the 
employer did not want to continue the employee in his ser 
vice if he did not own the loss of the articles . As obviously 
Carneiro was not accepting the loss of the articles it must 
be held that the services of Carneiro came to be terminated 
as a result of the communication of 6th Dec. 1968. Thus the 
termination of the service is not in accordance with the law 
nor according to the standing orders and is therefore improper 
and Illegal. 

10. The next question is what should be the appropriate 
order to be passed in this case. Fortunately the employee 
has been able to obtain service in a Government Department 
within a matter of almost two months from the date of 
cessation of service with Shri Santos . It also does not appear 
that he has suffered any loss in that whereas he was getting 
Rs. 120 / - per month to Rs. 150 / - per month with Shri Santos 
after some apprenticeship , the employee is getting a daily 
wage at the same rate that is Rs. 5 /- per day . This is not 
therefore a case where the employee can ask reinstatement 
in service. I therefore decbine to grant that relief. Moreover 
the circumstances in which the employee left the service 
undoubtedly show that the employer had lost confidence in 
Carneiro who was in charge of the stores . No employer can 
look with equanimity on loss of articles in the stores if the 
person in charge is not going to accept the responsibility 
therefor . This is thus a case where the employer would be 
justified in saying that he had lost confidence in the employee. 

11. In such circumstances the only relief that the employee 
would be entitled to is reasonable compensation for loss of 
employment and payment of back wages if any due to him . 

12. Shri Carneiro stated that he did not receive his salary 
for the month of November 1968. There is no statement to 
the contrary on the record and it is therefore clear that 
Carneiro is entitled to one month s -Wages earned by him 
which were not paid to him . He would also be entitled to 
an additional month s wages by way of notice which should
